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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 -2, 7, 1 1 , 1 3, 49-55, 62 and 67 are allowable over the prior art of record 
because the prior art does not teach or suggest a method comprising the step of 
catalyzing as presently claimed. 

Claims 68-74 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art does 
not teach or suggest a method comprising the step of catalyzing as presently claimed. 

The prior art does not contain any language that teaches or suggests the above. 
Sato et al. teaches an electrode for use in the electrolysis of aqueous solutions of metal 
halides . The electrode comprises an electrically conductive substrate and, formed 
thereon, a coating comprising Pt/SnO/CoO . The present claims recite an 
electrochemical oxidation of organic molecules in liquid solution with a catalyst 
comprising a mixture of Pt/Co/Sn . Therefore, a person skilled in the art would not have 
been motivated to adopt the above conditions, and a prima facie case of obviousness 
cannot be established.
